that it is absolutely necessary for the 
maintenance of the pablic peace and for 
the security of our property, that’ this 
portion of the Territory should be sur- 
veyed by you: 

“Wo, therefore, most earnestly request 
that you will risit our county at as early 
a day as possible and administer the bene 
fits hereby prayrd for. 

“Very respectfully, &c.” 

We are authorized to state that Geo, 
Stambaugh is at his post, and that. he 
will take great pleasure in complying 
with the wishes of the citizens of Carson, 
and all others iu this Territory who miay 
apply, 80 soon us circumstances will per- 
mit. Ife says that he has no intention 
of leaving the Territory, as has been re 
ported, but purposes ‘‘remaining here’ as 
long as there is anything for him to do.”
